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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination ("RCE") under 37 C.F.R. § 1.114, including the fee 
set forth in 37 C.F.R. § 1.17(e), was filed in this appUcation after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14, and the fee set forth in 
37 C.F.R. § 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been 
withdrawn pursuant to 37 C.F.R. § 1.1 14. Applicants' submission filed on 13 August 2009 has 
been entered. 

Restrictions 

2. Restriction is required under 35U.S.C.§121 and § 372. 

3. This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, Applicants are required, in reply to this action, to elect 
a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I: Claims 1-4, 6-8, 21, and 24, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 705, 
subclass 64; 

Group II: Claims 13, 14, 16-20, 22, and 23, drawn to an apparatus, classified in class 

705, subclass 75; and 
Group III: Claims 25-27, drawn to a method, classified in class 705, subclass 67. 

5. The inventions listed as Groups I and II do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
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technical features for the following reasons: Group I does not require a keypad configured to 
receive input of an amount of a transaction, a card reader configured to read a payment card to 
obtain payment card data from the payment card, and a subscriber identity module (SIM) card 
comprising a scheduler. Group II has a feature of storing a service-subscriber key (IMSI) used to 
identify a subscriber on a mobile telephony device (inherent to a SIM). 

6. The inventions listed as Groups I and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the process as claimed can be 
practiced by an apparatus without at least a second processing means. 

7. Xhe inventions listed as Groups II and III do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCX Rule 13.1 because, under PCX Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: the process as claimed can be 
practiced by an apparatus that at least does not communicate with a virtual terminal server. 

8. Restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper because all these inventions 
listed in this action are independent or distinct for the reasons given above and there would be a 
serious search and examination burden if restriction were not required because one or more of 
the following reasons apply:
